If it was on.the 2th of 
June captured property in this sense, that is, 
“property surrendered by the military authon- 
tiedof the Confederate Government to the 
United States, then it remained captured prop- 
erty and could not be released by the action of 
the Provost Court. That action, if intended te 
have this effect, was without sanction of lew, 
and of no avail. If it was such property, it. was 
the duty of the defendant to take possession of 
it; if not, his seizure was unlawful. But there 
is another question, not necessarily determined 
by the character of the property, on which it is 
the duty of the Court to make some observa- 
tions. By an act passed on the 27th of July, 
1968, Comgreas declared the. intent of the several 
acts relating to captured property. Among theee 
was the Abandoned or Captured Property aet of 
March 12, 1863, of which, as well as of the others, 
the true intent was declared to be that the rem- 
edy given in cases of seizure by preferring claim 
in the Court of Claims should be. exclusive, pre-

The aggregate, of 
their business cannot represent less than a 
billion anda half of dollars insurance on 
lives. The Massachusetts report shows that 
the amount insured by the fifty-six compa- 
nies whose proceedings are supervised by 


the efficient Superintendent of that State, is: 


not less than $1,566,901,508, more than two- 
thirds of which is divided. among eleven 
companies. .Of this: enormous amount of 
business nearly one-third was acquired in 
1868; theeleven companies having granted 
policies amounting to $308,446,065,. and the 
forty-five other companies 169,458,140. 

An interest so gigantic, and involving 
points of management far removed from or- 
dinary mercantile or monetary experience, 


calls for peculiar and effective cifécks. The 


rules by which in common concerns the pub- 
lie are enabled to. protect themselves are 
here inapplicable. The conditions and tests 
of solvency are exceptional, while the re- 
moteness of the period at which, as a general 
thing, the strain upoh ‘a conipany’s re- 
sources begins, renders deception as dan- 
gerous as it is easy. Hence the ne- 
cessity for that capable and authorita- 
tive annual scrutiny for which Massachu- 
‘setts and New-York have provided ;—a scru- 
tiny which enabled the Insurance Commis- 
sioner of the former State, ten years ago, to 
demonstrate the rottenness of the Interna- 
tional Society of London, whose recent col- 
lapse has recalled the attention of the Eng- 
lish public to the absence of legislative pro- 
tection, and the need that exists for a sys- 
tem of check and supervision with which we 
are here happily familiar. 

Mr. SANFORD, the present Commissioner of 
Massachusetts, does not confine himself to 
the bare examination of the companies’ af- 
fairs, or even to the application of the ac- 
tuarial tests of solvency. He avails himself 
of his opportunities to discuss questions af- 
feeting the organization and management of 
companies—their character, whether stock 
or mutual, their expenses, and generally 
their condition.
